Cincinnati. April 4.— A special to The 
En(iiiirer from New Orleans Wectnesday 
night aald: 

The water has osMed rising in Oreen* 
Tille, aitd it ts thoof^t that it can be 
kept out of tlio business seotioo and the 
soiuhi 111 poriiou of the town. Oreen- 
villc lidvvcvcr, is coinjiletely cut off 
ffdiii I'.tilio.Kl coininuuication with the 
rest of ill)' country, and now gets its 
mail by the river. 

The city council will take measures to 
relieve tiie distress likely to prevail in 
couatijuenue of the overflow. There 
seL ins tu be little hope of holdioK the 
Bedl'onl levee in Ifaaison Pitrish, La., 
which is 8lou..;hing badly. To prepare 
for the expected break a new levee is 
being constructed 2,000 feet back of the 
present one. so that when the break cornea 
an overflow will be prevented. Tbe 
levee St Bliller's bend, ten miles above 
Greenville, is reported very weak, and 
can scarcely bo saved.

The backwater from the 
Atch.irulaya and Grand rivers is flood- 
ing Boiiio cultiTated lands in Pointe 
Coupe and Iberville, and oausinf agreat 
den: of troulUe. The Tensas and Black 
riven, are bank full and still rising, and 
will goon hu overflowing their banks 
heavily. , 

All the ttttcams In the Taaoo delta are 
flooded from the crevasse waters. State 
Eugincfr Uicliardson, who has just 
thoroughly inspected all the Louisiana 
levvi-a, re{K>rts them in good condition, 
but b;i« 8 that the chief danger is that the 
people will relax their vigilance now 
that the river is falling. 

Another attempt— the third—is to be 
made to close the Live Oak crevasse. 
The rivvr here has remained stationary 
to-day, but has fallen thirteen inches in 
teb day*, and the indioatioBs are that it 
will fiill to-night 

All Danger here baa passed. The 
plonteiw ate still opposed to the issuanoe 
of gi'v ernment ratioiiii tosufferers, think- 
ing it w ill cause much demcMraltzation 
among ihw colored people. In nearly all 
instances the planters are sunmrtiag. 
their Iwnds so as to keep them for the 
planting season, which begins immedi- 
ately. In tlto towns munuipal assist- 
ance is being given.

In -viU.insas (iovernor Sai;le has 
started a K'lief fund for the sufferers. 
The \vor^t viciitub of the tlocxi have Iw.'en 
the loioied people n-centlv imported 
froui North and youth (.'arolina to tlio 
Delui laiidn, who seem to bi' ( (niifiletely 
I)ani< siru ken by the titXMl and ibe dilfer- 
ence bttNveen >liHsissippi aiid their old 
hollies. 'I here is a f^reat deal of exposure 
anion;; the colored people crowded on 
tliele\( e>, liiit fortunately the weather 
18 favord)le. A systematic attempt is 
liow beiiij; made to savo the stt)ck iu 
the districts Hooded, or likely to 
be flooded, and good work lias oeen 
done. 

ABA NDONE D. 

Tha laliabttMita ot Haatlngtoa Oom- 
pUitelF DaaaM It. 

Huntington has been completely 

abandoned by its 600 inhabitants, 
about half of whom, with soine 
of their sUx'k, are crowded to- 
gether on the levetj suffering from ex- 
posure, tiickness and destitution. The 
othtiiv arc living more comfortably in 
box cars. Many houses have float^tl 
away. Some 1,.V)0 residents of the 
neighborhood are also crowded upon the 
levees or have lied to the highland. 
Kliiewhere. 
A similar condition of affairs prevails 
in nearly all the country around the 
break. The backwater is spreading far 
into the interior. The Skipwith break 
increased yesterday to 760 feet, the Nita 
erevasse to i.100 and others in propor- 
tion. The situation below the Red river 
crevasse is much improved, but between 
that point and Heleu the oitttook is 
very gloomy.

Grkenviij.k, Jliss., April 4. — The 
Qreenville Cotton ilxchange, having 
learned of the sensational and alarming 
reports as to the state of affairs in Oreen- 
vlile being telegraphed to the nortliera 
papers, desires to oontrmdiot any such 
statements and to assure their friends, 
correspondents and the public generally 
that OreenviUe is in no danger of disas- 
ter. The overflow from the crevasses 
above has submerged the lower levels of 
thfi city to the depth of one or two feet. 



The business and residence portions of 
Qreenville are high and dry, and the 
water ap)vars to {Ave laached its maxi- 
mum height. BferytUoff necessary is 
being done to pt«vent any actual dis- 
tress among the residents of the over- 
flowed district, and Greenville is abun- 
dantly able and witling to provi<le for 
any raises of actual need. Our bankers, 
mercliaiitf. and other citizens who join 
with the Cotton Exchange in this dis- 
patch are not in any alarm as to serious 
results from the overflow.

AT ARK ANSAS CITY. 

Fourtti Week itt the Oreat need— LlttU 

FriKpect* of AI»at»ment. 

AitK W'^vs f'lTV, Ark., Ai>rd 4.— This 
is the fourth week of the great flood, 
and then; is very little prospect of it.i 
soon abating. The water is gouiK i>ack 
into the river wherever there is a break 
in the levee. PUmtations ^ this section 
never overflowed before are now sab- 
niergod. * 

Tlie rc|)orts of distrees among the in- 
habitants of the overflowed districts in 
Arkansas have been exaggerated, though 
at Laconia there is much suffering. 

The track of the Valley road between 
McGhen and Trippe is five feet under 
water. The Yuachita division of the 
Valley route is almost completely under 
water for a distance of eignteen miles. 
A number of railroad bridges have been 
washed away. A considerable portion 
of the new ixxul, the Houston, Central 
Arkansas and Northern railroad, ia un- 
der water.

Hki-kn.'v, Ark.. April 4. — When the 
levee broke above Helena on the Missis- 
sippi side it was coutidontly expected 
that the one at this place would be 
greatly relieved, and that the water 
would fall siitticiently to make way for 
the coming rise. As yet, however, we 
have received but little relief. It is due 
to the rain that hats l>een constantly fall- 
ing that the fall is not more rapid. It is 
thought that there will not be a substan- 
tial decline in the river at this place tos 
four weeks. _^ 

NEGROES R EFUSE TO WORK. 

They Piefar t* l«bsUt m ttovaraaaeMt 

Ratlonn anil Othar Balinf. 

Memphis. April 4.— The condition of 
the Hooded distri<-t, on the Mississippi 
side. Iietween Tunica and (!reen\ die, re- 
mains unchanged. Prominent jilanters 
from the delta deprecate the sensational 
reports which have been sent out rela- 
tive to the suffering of the people. 

They are ai)le, they say, to take care 
of their hands without assistance, and 
are offering them large wages to remain 
and work on the levees. But the ne- 
groes, with the prospect of being fed 
and cared for by the government and 
the various relief expeditions, are indif- 
ferent, and in some instances refuse to 
work at any price. 

The crevasse at Austin is widening 
slowly. OS the water le numing throni^ 
much slower. 

Greenville is still i>artially under water 
and little business is being done. There 
b DO suffering nor shad <n outside help. 

GREATLY EXAQQERATED.

Vicksburg, Ha\-ou Sara and Natches 
which are to the effect that the reports 
concerning the Hoods on the lower Mis- 
sissifipi have tx-en greatly exaggerated, 
and tlial there is very little danger of 
loss of life. Live stock will probably 
sutli r somewhat but the orops will be all 
right.

Bin tu Put Our Merchant Marine on an 
K^uallty with That or Other Natlona. 

Washiiniioii, Apeffl 4.— The house 

committee on merooanc marine and fish- 
eries, through Chairman hanjuhar, 

Wednesday reported "A bill to jilace the 
American merchant marine engagetl in 
foreign trade up<m an equality with that 
of other nations." The ]>riiu'ipal provi- 
siolLs of the bill have already l^eeu given. 
The repiirt ue< oiupunying U says: 

"The ocean transportation of the 
L nitis.1 .States averaged $J-l(i,(i()U,Ot>() an- 
nually fur the past ten yeais. 'laktiig 
our share of the tiaile at T j \ht c 'il, wa 
have an amount of $1H(J,0(KI,0 10, ii) jht 
cent, of which $1«,U00,(X)0. Surely it 
would not Lx- a bad investment for the 
nation to pay out |18 annually to se- 
cure an opportunity to earn and save 

$180. 

"There are no apjiropriations made 
that would ^y so weil as this would do. 
But if this is tlioiight too large, then 
make it "i per cent. That would be 
double what tbe bounty bill will call for 
in i«'n yearh to come. The eHtaiiate of 
the eojurnittee is that under the terms of 
the bill the pavinent in iKiunties for the 
fin»t year would be ftjr sail vessels, $1,- 
«44.81S; hteam vessels, *l ,7 ir,,y 3.; ; total 
$;t,IW(i.;4t The anmial increase would 
l>e alxiut ."> per cent., so that it would be 
eight years Ix'foro the anmial bounty 
would' amount to ,$:),(M»(),(K)o."

harsh in the first statement, but history 
aud hi.storieal philosophy will dec lare it 
good judj^menf. I'rovideiH e im ives in a 
mysterious way, and ini|)resHe8 upon 
the people that it is only through fire 
and water, siitfering and s.acriflce, 
that they can arrive rapidly at niag- 
tiiticent n sults. A < to the civil war, after 
you have foi>;otten its i)assions, after
